Madam  Mayor,  Mrs.  Nelson  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Wareham  for  the  year  1956. 


The  Report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order: - 
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The  health  of  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year 
there  being  few  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease. 


The  estimated  new  year  population  shows  a  decrease  of  20  on  that  of 
the  previous  year.  Births  were  2  less  and  deaths  9  more  than  in  1955. 
The  standardised  rates  show  no  significant  variation  from  those  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  conditions  appear  to  be  unfavourable  for 
house  building  as  there  are  still  some  urgent  cases  on  the  Council’s  list 
of  applicants  for  rehousing. 

Conditions  in  a  number  of  food  premises  were  improved  as  a  result 
of  inspections  to  secure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  which  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  your  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  to  thank  the  other  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  especially  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Tanner,  who  has  helped  to  prepare  this  report.

There  has  teen  no  change  in  the  source  of  water  supply  during  the 
year.  The  new  9"  main  across  the  common  and  6"  main  across  the  North 
Causeway  were  brought  into  use  and,  as  it  had  been  hoped,  these  have 
provided  adequate  gravitational  pressures  throughout  the  Borough  without 
the  need  for  boosting.  A  small  number  of  houses  in  the  Puddletown 
Road  area,  in  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  just  outside  the 
Borough  had  always  been  difficult  to  supply  owing  to  levels;  these  are 
now  supplied  through  a  new  V  main  and  boosted  automatically.  With  the 
coming  into  use  of  the  new  mains  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  increased 
consumption  and  this  is  understandable  vdien  one  realises  that  properties 
that  were  not  getting  a  good  supply  are  now  adequately  supplied;  during 
certain  times  before  the  new  mains  came  into  operation  some  properties 
failed  to  draw  water.  The  average  pumping  rate  over  the  year  was 
11,000  gallons  per  hour.  The  quality  of  the  treated  water  remains 
very  satisfactory  and  was  so  throughout  the  year  except  during  October 
when  there  was  disturbance  due  to  testing  on  the  new  mains.  This  was 
soon  rectified  by  frequent  washing  out.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Chlorinator  was  renewed 


Although  consideration  would  have  to  be  given  to  additional  source 
works ,  this  matter  must  obviously  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  the 
discussions  which  are  now  proceeding  in  the  formation  of  a  Water  Board 
or  similar  undertaking  following  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  Circular  No.  52/56.  If  a  Board  is  formed  it  is  probable 
that  the  Wareham  source  will  only  be  used  during  an  emergency  and  any 
new  source  works  would  not  be  necessary.

Remarks: 

This  is  a  clear  bright  water,  moderately  soft  in  character.  It  is 
neutral  in  reaction  and  contains  some,  but  not  undue  amount  of  organic 
matter.  The  results  are  very  satisfactory  and  give  no  indication  of 
pollution  to  the  source. 

The  quantity  of  residual  free  chlorine  is  rather  low  for  a 
chlorinated  water.

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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  sewerage  system  in  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  receives 
sewage  from  59  houses  in  the  Best-wall  area  of  the  Warcham  &  Purbeck 
Rural  District.  There  were  no  major  extensions  to  the  sewerage 
system  or  the  disposal  works.  During  the  year  a  further  large 
lagoon  was  excavated  and  this  formed  a  wide  substantial  embankment 
along  the  north-eastern  and  south-eastern  boundaries  of  the  works, 
which  hitherto  had  been  weak  spots  in  the  perimeter. 

Complaints  were  received  of  smell  from  the  works  from  housing 
development  on  the  north-west  along  the  Sandford  Road  This  is 
unavoidable  when  the  wind  blows  in  a  south-easterly  direction. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  works  are  gradually  becoming  over¬ 
loaded  and  improvements  in  the  near  future  would  appear  inevitable. 

In  view  of  the  close  proximity  to  development  and  complaints  of  smell 
some  form  of  sludge  digestion  would  appear  desirable. 

No  serious  case  of  flooding  has  occurred  at  the  Quay  since  the 
sewers  were  cleansed  and  minor  alterations  carried  out  at  the 
Old  Granary.

There  was  no  disinfection  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  one  Caravan  site  in  the  Borough  and  this 
is  well  maintained.  The  sewage  disposal  plant  has  now  been  improved,  a 
new  deep  settlement  tank  being  ccnslructed  and  more  suitable  equipment  being 
fixed  to  ensure  adequate  distribution  of  the  effluent  over  the  filter. 

Verminous  Premises 

There  were  no  cases  of  verminous  premises  reported  during  the  year. 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and 
collections  are  made  weekly.  The  Council’s  employees  assist  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  maintenance  of  the  refuse  tip  situated  within  the 
adjoining  rural  district. 

Swimming  Baths 

A  new  swimming  bath  was  constructed  at  the  County  Secondary  Modern 
School  for  use  of  pupils.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  samples  taken  have 
given  satisfactory  results.  Bathing  takes  place  in  the  river  Frome  near 
the  Quay  during  summer  months.

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Food  Shops 

On  the  1st,  January,  1956  the  new  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  came 
into  force  with  certain  provisions  coming  into  force  six  months  later 
on  1st,  July. 

A  commencement  was  made  on  the  inspection  of  all  the  food 
establishments  and  businesses  in  the  area  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
a  large  proportion  of  these  had  been  visited.  In  nearly  all  cases 
certain  provisions  needed  compliance  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
in  all  cases  with  the  exception  of  one  these  have  been  or  are  being  made. 
The  main  provision  needing  attention  is  the  provision  of  wash-hand  basins 
but  in  one  or  two  cases  complete  overhaul  and  redecorations  were 
necessary.  There  is  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  protection  of 
food  from  risk  of  contamination,  especially  in  connection  with  con¬ 
fectionery  and  similar  commodities;  an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  have 
suitable  protecting  screens  in  these  cases.  It  is  hoped  to  visit  all 
the  licensed  premises  and  complete  the  remainder  of  other  businesses 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat-treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Regulations. 


Food  Hygiene 

No  formal  action  vn  s  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Bye  lav/s  with 
respect  to  t.'ie  Handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food 
in  the  open  air.

No  houses,  either  Counci?  or  private  enterprise  were  erected 
during  the  year.  Development  by  private  enterprise  is  proposed 
in  several  parts  of  the  town  but the  Council  have  no  immediate  projects 
in  view.  The  Council  is  proposing  to  improve  14  pre-war  Council 
houses,  providing  them  with  a  hot  water  system  and  minor  alterations. 

During  the  year  a  further  7  houses  were  improved  with  grant  aid 
provided  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.

There  is  a  small  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council* s  list  that 
are  regarded  as  urgently  in  need  of  rehousing.  These  are  invariably 
young  families  living  in  furnished  accommodation  -  usually  one  bedroom 
and  sharing  other  household  conveniences.  These  families  are  as  a 
general  rule  given  priority  and  rehoused  as  accommodation  becomes 
available .

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  few  cases  of  notif.iabj.e  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  and  no  case  of  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  or  dysentery 
notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  disease  apart  from 
those  due  to  pneumonia. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and  vaccination 
against  smallpox  is  available  at  the  Local  Health  Authority's  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  and  is  also  provided  by  the  Medical  Practitioners.  In  addition 
vaccination  with  B.C.G-.  against  tuberculosis  is  provided  for  children  of 
school  leaving  age  by  the  Local  Health  Authority . 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

During  the  year  the  Local  Health  Authority  carried  out  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  of  children  between  the  ages,  of  7  and  9  years,  born  in  March  or 
November,  under  a  scheme  initiated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  l6  children 
living  in  the  Borough  completed  the  course  of  vaccination.  It  is  hoped 
that  as  more  vaccine  becomes  available  and  the  public  are  more  informed  as 
to  the  simplicity  and  safety  of  the  vaccination  there  will  be  a  better 
response  to  the  offer  of  protection  against  this  disease  which  can  leave 
such  distressing  crippling  defects.
